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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art uncovered during examination discloses the following elements: 
US 2002/0072726 Al, Mishima et al: teaches a diaper including an outer layer, a 
topsheet, and an elastic inner layer having a perimeter bonded to the outer layer, and fasteners 
comprising hook material adapted to engage a panel comprising loop material in the front waist 
region. The loop panel member defines an engaging/landing zone for the hook material of the 
fastener. 

Mishima does not teach a fastener adapted to engage directly into an elastic inner layer, 
deemed to be a nonobvious improvement over the invention disclosed in '726. The 
improvement comprises fastening hook material to a stretchable substrate; hook materials, as 
well as adhesive tape fastener tabs, are known to pull and distort a stretchable substrate in the 
area surrounding the fastener, except for the area directly underneath the hook fastener, during 
the movements of a wearer in use conditions, causing sagging or rupture of the substrate. Thus 
the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a fastener adapted to engage directly into a layer 
of a diaper in combination with the layer comprising an elastic inner layer as now specifically 
recited in independent claims 1, 22, 43 and 64. These features render the claimed invention 
nonobvious over the prior art of record. Claims 2-21, 23-42 and 44-63 are allowable as being 
dependent from independent claims 1, 22 and 43 respectively.
